Fears probation service 
will move to Hounslow 
as free school takes on 
neighbouring building

Probation workers will be kicked 
out of their Kingston town centre 
offices to make way for Surbiton’s 
controversial new free school, fu¬ 
elling rumours the service could 
soon be based two boroughs away. 

Anonymous sources raised fears 
the key justice service could be 
moved to Hounslow, forcing some 
Kingston offenders into a three- 
hour round trip for appointments. 

Kingston’s probation service is 
based at 45 High Street - next door 
to the Swan House school site - and 
is one of the buildings the 
Education Funding Agency (EFA) 
bought with a view to opening the 


Surbiton Primary Academy in 
September. 

The Kingston, Hounslow and Rich¬ 
mond offices are already affiliated 
with a central hub in Hounslow. 

A probation service source, who 
asked not to be named, said: “We 
were told we were moving a while 
ago, but then told we weren’t 
because the office space was too 
expensive. 

“[The Government] obviously 
have to say they are moving us now 
a school is going next door. 

“They don’t want the bad publici¬ 
ty of that.” 

More than half of Kingston- 
based probation officers went on 
strike in 2013 over cost-cutting 
measures that saw private compa¬ 
nies bid for contracts to supervise 
offenders. 


The source added: “My guess is 
we’ll end up in Hounslow because 
it’s probably cheaper. 

“We are in the dark. It looks like 
costs will be more important than 
focusing on rehabilitation.” 

A central probation service 
spokesman said he did not know 
about a plan to move the Kingston 
workers. 

He claimed the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice (MoJ) was still negotiating 
with the current landlord about its 
lease, which ends in September. 

Plans for the school have already 
come under fire from politicians 
and parents who say the fact it has 
no playing fields, is on a main road 
and is not in Surbiton should make 
the Department for Education 
(DfE) think again. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 


James Berry said: “I have been 
looking with the EFA for a school 
site actually in Surbiton. There is 
better and I definitely would not 
have bought what I think is an 
absolute lemon of a school site.” 

Kingston Liberal Democrat lead¬ 
er Liz Green said: “You couldn’t 
make it up. It is a completely inap¬ 
propriate site for a school anyway 
and now it is either going to be 
based next to a probation office or 
forcing them into another location 
that might not be acceptable.” 

A DfE spokeswoman confirmed 
the MoJ had been told its lease 
would not be renewed in Septem¬ 
ber, and that it knew the probation 
service would have to move. The 
spokeswoman declined to say how 
much the building was bought for. 

The MoJ declined to comment.

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Government cuts lead to 
cash warning for council

Kingston could become 
“one of London’s lowest 
funded boroughs” the 
council has warned after 
the grant announcement 
from the Government. 

The grant the borough 
receives from central 
Government is to be cut by 
almost £20m over the next 
four years, the council pre¬ 
dicts, while its costs could 
rise by about £15m, a swing 
of £35m. 

Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “We were ex¬ 
pecting a tough settlement, 
but this is worse than 
we could have possibly 
expected. 

“Kingston Council is not 
alone and I will be speaking 
to other leaders of London 


councils who have also been 
adversely affected, to lobby 
Government for a fairer 
deal. 

“We were expecting to 
have to deliver savings of 
£28.9m over the next four 
years to 2019-20, but these 
changes mean that we 
would need to find an addi¬ 
tional £3.4m to balance the 
budget in 2016-17, rising to 
an additional £5.4m by 2019- 
20 . 

“The council now has a 
very short period in which 
to discuss these challenges 
with residents across the 
borough and attempt to 
come up with some very 
difficult decisions.” 

Kingston Council predicts 
the grant will dip from 
about £135m this year to 
just over £115m by 2019-20, 
while expenditure could 
rise from under £135m this 
year to about £150m. To 


bridge this gap the council 
must either make cuts and 
or raise council tax. 

Councillor Liz Green, 
leader of the opposition, 
said: “I agree with Kevin 
but why is he surprised? 

“They were always going 
to make massive cuts to 
local government.” 

Until the budget is signed 
off how these cuts will im¬ 
pact specific council ser¬ 
vices is unknown. 

As part of the Kingston 
Conversations series, the 
council is holding three up¬ 
coming sessions in the town 
centre to talk over the 
budget for 2016-17. 

Councillor David 

Glasspool, cabinet member 
with responsibility for trea¬ 
sury, said: “The recently 
announced settlement for 
Kingston creates a very 
challenging situation for 
the council, as our central 


Government support is 
rapidly cut to zero while at 
the same time the financial 
pressures on the council in 
many areas, such as adult 
social care, are increasing. 

“During the course of this 
year the council has intro¬ 
duced a new, community 
outcome-based budgeting 
process that has challenged 
all areas of council expendi¬ 
ture, with a view to achiev¬ 
ing more from less. 

“We are about to embark 
in the new year on a discus¬ 
sion with residents about 
ways forward, emerging 
from our outcome-based 
budgeting approach that 
tackle these challenges. 

“There will be some very 
difficult decisions to take 
now, especially in the light 
of the recent settlement.”

'Pitiful 1 access 


Kingston and Surbiton MP James Berry 
has pledged to improve the borough’s 
“pitiful” disabled access in train stations. 

The Get on Board report - launched by 
disabled charity Whizz-Kidz - found 70 per 
cent of wheelchair users in the UK cannot 
travel independently and two thirds do not 
feel confident using public transport. 

The Conservative MP said: “It’s pitiful 
that in Kingston only Worcester Park, 
Kingston and Surbiton stations have step- 
free access. We can’t wait until 2030 to see 
these improvements - it affects too many 
peoples’ lives.” 

As part of the Crossrail 2 plans, all sta¬ 
tions in the borough will be upgraded to 
become accessible for disabled people by 
2030. 

There are currently no concrete propos¬ 
als to improve accessibility at stations 
such as New Malden and Chessington 
North or South - the former of which has 
no step-free access. 



A monumental concern 


The Shrubsole Memorial in 
Kingston’s Market Place is 
still missing its arm, after it 
was removed over safety 
concerns and to prevent 
further damage last year. 

Previously used to carry a 
pail of water, the arm needed 
to be recast by experts and 
was expected to cost about 
£ 6 , 000 . 

The arm was removed after 
cracks appeared in the mar¬ 
ble, at about the same time as 
the Market Place was under¬ 
going a £3m refurbishmentin 
March 2014. 

The revamp has been 
complete for some time, yet 
the memorial still remains 
arm-less. 

Kingston tour guide Julian 
McCarthy said: “I fear that 
there is a cost implication. 
The Market Place has now 
been refurbished. If the arm 
was removed for safety rea¬ 
sons then why hasn’t it been 
replaced? 

“The memorial is part of 


our Victorian heritage. It has 
stood through two world wars 
and a lot of trouble.” 

It is not known what caused 
the damage to the memorial, 
but the council insists that it 
was not caused by contractors 
during the Market Place’s 
refurbishment. 

A council spokesman said: 
“All we can say at this stage is 
that a budget has been identi¬ 
fied and we’re putting the 
work out to tender shortly 
with a view to it being com¬ 
pleted by the summer at the 
latest. 

“It’s a complex piece of 
work and the statue will need 
to be thoroughly cleaned in 
the process to ensure it looks 
great.” 

The Shrubsole Memorial 
was erected in 1882 by Queen 
Victoria’s favourite sculptor, 
Francis John Williamson, 
to commemorate former 
three-time Kingston mayor, 
Henry Shrubsole, who died 
in office.

Almost 44 years since Ziggy Stardust 
landed at the Toby Jug pub in Tolworth, 
his legendary creator David Bowie has 
died. 

Blogger Stephen King, who was just 
shy of his 18th birthday at the time, was 
among some 60 people in the audience on 
February 10,1972. 

He posted his memories online in 2000. 

He wrote: “I had never seen or heard 
anything like it before. I was completely 
blown away. I was just entranced by the 
entire performance. 

“It was a heady combination of the best 
music I have ever heard, tremendous 
sound, very basic but so effective lighting. 

“Nothing would ever be the same 
again.” 

Bowie was said to have played Space 
Oddity, Hang On To Yourself and Suf¬ 
fragette City in the set, which was accom¬ 
panied by a light show. 

The guitarist for the track Space Oddity, 
Mick Wayne, was a Surbiton resident. 

The iconic performer’s death has 
prompted calls for his links to the 
borough to be commemorated. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James Berry 
tweeted: “Can’t believe the genius 
@DavidBowieReal is dead. We need a 
blue plaque in #Tolworth to mark Ziggy

Stardust’s 1st performance at the 
Toby Jug.” 

The south London-born singer celebrat¬ 
ed his 69th birthday just before he died. 

A statement on Mr Bowie’s website con¬ 
firmed the former Croydon School of Art 
pupil had died after an 18-month battle 
with cancer. 

It read: “David Bowie died peacefully 
today surrounded by his family after a 
courageous 18-month battle with cancer. 

“While many of you will share in this 
loss, we ask that you respect the family’s 
privacy during their time of grief.” 

Mr Bowie, who was born in Brixton, saw 
many of his early performances in south 
London.

Ikitu attacker jailed

A “tragic misunderstanding” led 
to a man dressed as the sugar plum 
fairy attacking another young man 
and his boyfriend as they walked 
home from a Halloween party in 
Surbiton. 

Alan Banks, 27, was jailed for 18 
months on Wednesday, January 6. 

The attack by Banks, who was 
wearing a pink tutu, black tights 
and ballet pumps at the time, was 
initially said to be a homophobic 
attack, but this was heavily disput¬ 
ed by Banks and led to the homo- 
phobic element of the charge being 
dropped by the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

A charge of actual bodily harm 
against Samuel Light, 27, of West- 
ville Road, Thames Ditton, was 
also dropped because of a lack 
of evidence. 

The attack outside KFC in 
Brighton Road, Surbiton, on 
November 1, 2014, left retail work¬ 
er Robbie Kingsford with two 
black eyes, bruises to the face and 
severe cuts. 

The 21-year-old from Leather- 
head and his boyfriend had been 
walking in the early hours when 
defence counsel Donal Lawler said 
Banks’ friend had asked the pair 
for a cigarette. 

Mr Lawler said: “Mr Light said 
something to the effect of ‘I hate to

be a ponce, can I get a fag?”’ 

The two young men thought this 
was homophobic abuse and react¬ 
ed as such. 

It seemed Banks was preparing 
to throw a punch, so one of the vic¬ 
tims pushed him with a shield he 
was carrying as part of an outfit. 

Banks then punched Mr Kings¬ 
ford in the face and after he had 
fallen to the floor kicked him. 

The court was shown CCTV of 
the attack. 

In a victim statement read out to 
the court by prosecutor Stephen 
Apted, Mr Kingsford said: “While 
the visible injuries only lasted a 
few months, the emotional and 
physical injuries have lasted a lot 
longer and caused me to lose the 
life I had before the attack.” 

He said he bore no ill will to¬ 
wards Banks, but wanted him to 
understand the damage he had 
caused. 

Banks, of Kinross Avenue, 


Worcester Park, changed his plea 
to guilty to one count of actual 
bodily harm on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 1. One count of exposure 
against Banks was dropped by the 
prosecution team. 

Banks has had eight previous 
convictions for 12 offences, includ¬ 
ing drug possession, and has spent 
time in prison. 

Mr Lawler told the court Banks 
had since been trying to turn his 
life around and had provided for 
both his partner’s two-year-old 
and his eight-year-old child from a 
previous relationship. 

He said Banks was “mortified” at 
what he had done. 

Judge Nicholas Jones passed 
sentence at Kingston Crown 
Court. He said he had considered 
handing out a suspended sen¬ 
tence, but decided imprisonment 
was correct. 

Banks must also pay a £100 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

Air pollution in the capital is 
killing people according to a 
London mayoral candidate 
with some streets recording 
toxic fumes more than three 
times over the safe limit - in¬ 
cluding one of Kingston town 
centre’s busiest. 

London exceeded its air pol¬ 
lution limit for the year just 
eight days into 2016, causing 
air quality to become a major 
campaigning point for may- 
oral candidates Zac Gold¬ 
smith and Sadiq Khan. 

Cromwell Road, which 
houses Kingston’s main bus 
station as well as Tiffin Boy’s 
School and Monkey Puzzle 
nursery, is one of the most 
polluted areas in south Lon¬ 
don with some of the highest 
nitrogen dioxide levels in the 
capital. 

Tooting Labour MP Mr 
Khan said a monitoring sta¬ 
tion in Putney High Street 
also recorded nitrogen 
dioxide levels three times 
over the recommended safe 
limit. 

He said: “The air in Putney 
High Street is basically 


breaking the law. It is in 
breach of the legal limits, 
more than three times what it 
should be and that is killing 
people and making people 
sick. 

“What we need to do is 
make sure our buses are not 
churning out poisonous 
diesel, are hybrid and partly 
electrical. 

“It be great if the Govern¬ 
ment had a new car scrap- 
page scheme get rid of 
dangerous, polluting vehicles 
and replacing them with 


electric vehicles that won’t 
kill us.” 

Mayoral opponent Zac 
Goldsmith said: “I am very 
concerned that levels of air 
pollution are so high around 
Cromwell Road in Kingston. 
Across London poor air qual¬ 
ity is killing an estimated 
9,500 Londoners every year. 
This is simply unacceptable 
and we must take action. The 
Mayor of London alone can¬ 
not improve London’s air and 
will need to be able to work 
with Government.” 


MP for Kingston and 
Surbiton James Berry said: 
“The thing about Cromwell 
Road is I can’t see an obvious 
solution. 

“We have to focus on what 
the Mayor of London wants 
to do and make buses more 
environmentally friendly. 

“The areas of pollution that 
are particularly concerning 
to me are on the A3 near Tol- 
worth at that very congested 
roundabout. 

“Kingston Council cannot 
control how much traffic 
goes on the A3. What we can 
try and do is regulate the 
amount of traffic around Tol- 
worth roundabout.” 

A Kingston Council consul¬ 
tation on air pollution closed 
this month and the report 
into how the borough will 
tackle the problem is due out 
in March. 

Kingston Liberal Demo¬ 
crats leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “I don’t think the 
council are being ambitious 
enough with air quality 
targets. 

“The Conservatives are say¬ 
ing the population of the bor¬ 
ough is going up and we have 
to keep air quality the same 
when we should be working 
on reducing pollution.”

In response to Mark Lunt’s letter 
(Recycling, December 18) con¬ 
cerning his view that Kingston 
Council’s recycling trucks are an 
“eyesore”, we bring him some 
good news: they are to be re¬ 
placed in the new year. 

We read earlier in the council 
committee papers, that the 
refuse and recycling trucks were 
coming to the end of their useful 
lives and were to be replaced. 

Because previous lorry designs 
have put drivers high up, blind 


spots have resulted, which made 
it difficult for drivers to see peo¬ 
ple on bikes and pedestrians who 
might be near to the cab. 

Kingston Cycling Campaign 
contacted the council to ask that 
the new lorries be of the “safer 
lorry” design, which includes 
lowering the lorry cab and in¬ 
creasing the size of the windows. 

We have been told that the new 
trucks will have this design and 
be fitted with 360 degree camera 
monitoring for all-round vision. 


The new, smarter, safer refuse 
vehicles are already on the roads 
in Kingston and we understand 
the new recycling vehicles will 
arrive this year. 

The council has also told us 
that the drivers, employed by Ve- 
olia, will have safer urban driv¬ 
ing training too. 

We welcome these measures, 
which will be a significant im¬ 
provement for road safety.

Director Timothy Sheader spoke to ANTHONY CORNISI about his new production, the 
need to encourage young people in theatre, and Richmond's thriving theatre scene 


T he plot of William Golding's 
Lord of the Flies is as rele¬ 
vant today as it was when 
the story was written in the wake 
of the Second World War, says 
the director of a new production. 

Timothy Sheader, of Regent's 
Park Open Air Theatre Company, 
has directed a cast of 12 young 
men in Nigel Williams's adapta¬ 
tion of the 1954 novel, about a 
group of schoolboys turning sav¬ 
age after being marooned on a 
desert island, and will be touring 
the UK until March. 

Sheader says: "We are trying to 


create the world of the people 
on stage to represent the world 
of the people in the audience as 
much as possible. Nigel Williams 
gives us the opportunity to come 
to the theatre and experience 
the story together as a group. 

"To engage anyone's interest in 
something you have to put 
something on the stage that re¬ 
lates to them. It might be about 
their lives or their dreams or 
their hopes or their experiences. 

"We wanted the hyperrealism 
that when you came into the 
theatre you immediately 


witnessed a contemporary 
image which was a crashed air¬ 
plane with spewing luggage so 
that it felt real, relevant and con¬ 
temporary even before a line of 
text was spoken." 

Sheader's production of To Kill 
a Mockingbird won the WhatsOn- 
Stage award for best play revival 
in 2013 and he embraces work¬ 
ing with young actors as well as 
for young audiences. 

With the growth of different 
forms of entertainment, he 
claims, access and interest in 
theatre is much less than it was 


in past decades. 

He said: "It is important to 
make work that speaks to young 
people if we want to get them 
into the theatre. 

"You can't just run a marathon. 
You have to train, you have to be 
introduced to the sport. I think 
you have to be introduced to art 
in a similar way. 

"We've gone for as young as we 
possibly can, these young men 
are so committed and so pas¬ 
sionate. They're at the beginning 
of their lives and they all know 
they've been given an amazing 


opportunity to leave school, get 
paid and be in a professional 
production." 

Along its tour, the production 
will be staged at Richmond The¬ 
atre, in an area the 44-year-old 
from Scarborough is not a 
stranger to having previously 
worked at the Orange Tree for 
two years under its founder Sam 
Walters. 

Sheader says: "I had a fantastic 
time working at the Orange Tree 
and Richmond Theatre is one the 
most beautiful touring houses in 
the country, everybody wants 


that date on their tour because 
it's that little beautiful theatre 
we've all seen in so many films. 

"Richmond gets the best of 
both worlds: it gets the best of 
touring drama and then it gets 
work being made for the audi¬ 
ence of Richmond round at the 
Orange Tree."

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C ooking has never been the 
day job for brothers Pete and 
Leo Williamson's Dad, but it is 
certainly more than a hobby. His 
consistently excellent food never 
tries to impress yet somehow al¬ 
ways does. 

For years, the siblings asked their 
Dad to share his recipes with them 
but he said no because he didn't 
believe he was good enough. But 
they believed he was too good to 
go unnoticed and when he finally 
did share, they posted the results 
on their blog - What Dad Cooked - 
and it has become a hit.

SALMON AND SPELT WARM 
WINTER SALAD (Serves A, Time: 
AO minutes). 

Here's a recipe that's light, fresh 
and healthy, but still warming and 
filling - a warm winter salad. It's 
typical of many salads I make for 
our family in summer, but adapted 
for this time of year. Vegetables 
and greens are cooked and served 
warm but they still have a crunch. 
The body is provided by spelt, a 
type of wheat grain. This is avail¬ 
able now in most supermarkets. 

INGREDIENTS: Salad - 300g - 
400g salmon fillet - skinned, 130g 
pearled spelt (or farro), 2 sticks cel¬ 
ery, 80g broccoli - chopped, 1 
handful frozen peas, 1 courgette, 1 
red pepper, 1 chilli, 5 outer leaves 
of a savoy cabbage - deveined, x k 
tsp oregano, chives and parsley, 
olive oil. DRESSING: 3 tbsp olive 



oil, 2 tbsp lemon, salt and pepper 

METHOD: 1) Cook the spelt. Fol¬ 
low the instruction on the packet. 
Drain the spelt when cooked and 
keep the spelt warm. 

2) Cook the vegetables. Cook the 
broccoli in boiling water for three 
minutes. Add peas and cook for 
two minutes more - drain, and 
keep the vegetables warm. Chop 
the pepper, chilli, courgette and 
stir-fry in a little olive oil for 5 min¬ 
utes until there is a some colour 
(do not overcook), add the celery 
and oregano, season with salt and 
pepper, turn off the heat cover and 
keep warm. Steam the cabbage for 


3 minutes until just tender and 
drain. 

3) Cook the salmon. Cut the 
salmon into cubes and fry in a little 
oil, until coloured and just cooked. 

A) Make the dressing. Whisk the 
oil and lemon. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

5) Assemble and serve the salad. 
In a large bowl mix the vegetables, 
fish and spelt. Lay out the cabbage 
leaves on a platter and arrange the 
rest of the salad on top. Garnish 
with chopped chives and parsley. 
Serve with dressing.
